JAPS CLOSE IN PURSUIT. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 21, 2:17 a. m.— 
Anxiety regarding te fate of Gen. Line- 
vitch’s force continues, the main danger to 
them being the Japanese columns which are 
hurrying northward along the great trade 
route, twenty miles west of and parallel with 
the line of retreat. The heads of these col- 
umns were officially reported to be passing 
Fakoman, thirty miles northwest of Tie 
Their appearance doubt- 
less hastened the Russian retirement, which 
may now have become literally a race north- 
ward, as once the Russians are headed it 
would be easy for the Japanese by a short 
cut to throw themselves across the line of 
retreat. 

The last dispatch from Gen. Linevitch was 
dated March 19,9 p.m. It said: 

“The commander of the second army re- 
ports that he has had no further fighting. | 

“No reports have been received from the 
first or third armies.”’ 

The latest dispatches from Manchuria in- 
dicate that the last few days of the Russian 
retreat were unmarked by any fighting of a 
serious nature. Both the Russians and the 
Japanese at this stage are probably consid- 
ering that marching is more [mpértant than 
fighting. The Russians, however, are 
neglecting no precautions to impede pursuit 
and hamper’the construction of permanent 
Japanese lines of supply. 

Retreat in Three Columns. | 

After leaving Kaiyuan, Gen. Linevitch is 
believed to have divided his army, the main 
portion clinging to the railroad and the other 
falling back along the Mandarin road, which 
runs to Kirin, it being impossible to leave the 
latter open to the Japanese lest they then be 
able to creep up on the left fank. At the 
same time it ig recognized that a separation 
of forces Is always attended with the danger 
of giving the enemy an opportunity to concen- 
trate and fight the army in detail. 

Some military men here believe that Line- 
vitch will try to hold the line from Kirin to 
Changoun, 120 miles north of Tie pass. The 
first corps, composed of steady troops from 
St. Petersburg and formerly commanded by 
Gen. Meyendorff, is covering the retreat, 
which the war office declares is proceeding in 
an orderly fashion. . 

Mukden Losses 120,000. 

Complete details of the losses at the battle 
of Mukden are not yet available at the war | 
office, but the reports thus far received indi-

BATTLE WIR BANDIT TRIO 


Police 


ARE FOUND IN FARMHOUSE, 


Other Two Escape Into Woods with 
Wounded Companion. 


After a rifle and revolver battle, in which 
ohne man was wounded, a band of policemen 
led by Inspector Revere last night succeeded 
in capturing John Nadolski, later identified 
as one of the three bandits wanted for the 
murder of Fritz Krueger in the holdup of 
Abraham Rieger’s saloon at 811 North Robey 
street early Sunday morning. His compan- 

The capture was made in'a lonely spot 
near Frank Paplelenski’s farmhouse in the 
old Higgins road, now Milwaukee avenue. 
and between the towns of Jefferson and 
Niles, where the three bandits had sought 
refuge. The owner of the place was arrested, 
with his 19 year old daughter. His son, 
Frank Papielenski Jr. escaped after he had 
been shot In the back of the head by the 
police. 

Information Leads to Raid Plans. 

Information was given the police in the 
afternoon that three young men anewering 
the description of the bandit trio had been at 
the farmbouse since Sunday at noon. Lieut. 


At 5 p. m. the Inspector and the Heutenent, 
with Capt. Kandzia, three detectives, and 
four patrolmen, met at the Irving Park sta- 
tion. They were armed with rifles and rode 
in two patrol wagons. They drove to a 
point near the farmhouse, and prepared te 
surround it, Inspector Revere taking com- 
mand. As they approached the they 
were seen by the occupants, who out 
to the barn. 


_ As soon as the Inspector saw them running 


he ordered his men to spread out and sur- 
round the field in which the house and barn 
stand. Before they bad time to do this five 
men ran from a rear door of the barn and 
started away from the police across the field. 


Rifle and Pistol Fight Follows. 

The fugitives were ordered to hait, but 
quickened their speed. The police then fired 
at them, and the men replied with revolvers, 
which they all carried. After a running fight, 
in which the younger Papielenski was wound- 
ed, Nadtolski was surrounded. Two of the 
uniformed men captured him with the elder 
Papielenski, while the others continued the 
chase. The three fugitives reached a stretch 
of timber land near the north branch of the 
Chicago river and disappeared. 

The police then returned to the farmhouse, 
where they found Pipielenski’s daughter, 
Nellie, 19 years old, who aiso wae placed 
under arrest. ‘ 


Victim Identifies the Prisoner. 

Nadolski was locked up at the Irving Park 
station, where he was identified at 10 o'clock 
by Rieger as the man who robbed the saloon 
cash register and ordered the others to kill 
Krueger. Papielenski was taken to the At- 
trill street station, and his daughter to the 
West Chicago avenue station. 

The police believe they can obtain a confes- 
sion from Nadolski which will disclose the 
identity of his two companiona.

Maj. Tolman had arranged with Judge 
Mack to keep his court open and the judge, a 
clerk, and a bailiff waited in the courtroom 
on the third floor of the county building while 
the council was acting.

Other Points in Argument. 

Other points in the argument are that the 
city owns the streets in trust for the city, 
and that to allow private corporations to oc- 
cupy the streets who are not entitied to do 
80 would be to deprive the municipality of 
its benefits and privileges in the streets, to 
the injury of thie people. 

It. is stated that the traction company is 
collecting a 5 cent fare from each passen- 
ger, which exceeded $8,000,000 in 1004. The 
operating expenses, exclusive of the interest 
upon the capital and indebtedness of the 
company is between 45 and 55 per cent of the 
gross receipts. With the constant increase 
in population and the improvement and intro- 
duction of economical devices in operation 
it is said that this profit will increase to such 
large proportions that the loss to the city 
by the occupation of the streets will be in- 
calculable.

That during the pendency of 
whatever proceedings may be instituted as 
hereinabove provided for, the determination 
of the respective rights of the company and 
the city, the executive officers of the city 
of Chicago take no steps to interfere with 
said Chicago City Railway company in the 
operation of its cars upon the streets and 
avenues of the city of Chicago, where it is 
at present operating the same, or from main- 
taining upon Wabash and Michigan avenues, 
Madison and Randolph streets its present 
overhead electric trolley system, but such 
operation shall be without prejudice to the 
rights and claims of the respective parties 
in interest." 

Mayor Harrison signed the ordinance the 
instant the last vote had been recorded on 
the roll call.

Mr. Harlan spoke at meetings in the fol- , 
lowing order: Horan's hall in the Nineteenth 
ward, at West Harrison and Halsted streets; 
Exchange hall in the Eighteenth ward, San- 
gamon and Monroe streets; Princess rink, at 
Ogden and West Madison, in the Twentieth 
ward; and Occidental hall, in the Thirteenth 
ward, at Madison and Sacramento. He ad- 
dressed more than’ 5,000 people in the course

Mr. Harlan did not confine most of his re- 
marks to the traction, as he has done in prac- 
tically all.of his former meetings. He stated 
it was quite possible both the republican and 
democratic candidate had paid too much at- 
tention to street car matters and that other 
questions jugt as important, if not more, had 
been forced into the background.

Revision of Lists Shows More 
Voters on Books than

REACHES 411,653. 


Work Apparently Not Done Thor- 
oughly in the First. ee. 


The figures of the revised registration for 
the mayoralty election show a much greater 
number of names on the books than anybody 
supposed would be there last Tuesday night. 
In the thirty-five wards of the city only 
38,455 were stricken off on revision, leaving 
a larger number of registered voters quali- 
fied for this election than for any one, presi- 
dential included, ever held in Chicago. 

If the work of revision was done thorough- 
= what originally was supposed to be a 
light registration has turned out to be a 
remarkably heavy one. 

There are evidences, however, the work 
was not done thoroughly. Of the 4.082 names 
registered in the First ward last Tuesday 
only 2,452. were taken off on revision, while 
the rule has been the suspect notices for a 
spring election in this ward equaled, if they 
did not exceed. the number of men who reg- 
istered. In fact, there were only twenty-nine 
more names taken off in the First ward than 
in the Twenty-first, with ite much more 
stable population.

The Eighteenth ward makes a good dea] of 
the same showing, the number of new names 
en Tuesday being 3,086, of which only 1,974 
were lost on revision. All along the/line 
there are evidences of lack of attention to 
work, if nothing else, on the part of the 
clerks of election.

Sembrich had just completed Lucia’s 
first aria, and the audience had kept her 
bowing for several seconds in answer 
to the wave after. wave of applause it sent 
rolling up across the footlights. Finally 
the uproar was stilled and she turned to 
Miss Bauermeister, who, robed in pink and 
white, was as attentive an Alice as she has 
been in more performances of “ Lucia” 
than it is necessary to enumerate. She said 
her little say to the faithful attendant and 
Alice departed. 

There was just the suggestion of a pause, 
and then a quick thrill of expectancy swept 
over the house. An instant later and there 
came into sight a short stocky figure, un- 
deniably stout, yet moving with an ease and 
a certain e that quickly caused forget- 
fulness of the stoutness. The suit worn was 
entirely of black, save for the deep white 
collar and the white cuffs, both edged with 
lace. The gloves were black, as were the 
cloak and the plumed hat. The long sword, 
incased in a sheath of dull red, was the one 
touch of color about the costume. : 

Cloak and hat were thrown aside, and then 
it was seen that the wearer’s long curling 
hair was of a decided auburn tinge. But 
the inky black mustache told that these 
reddish tresses were unmistakably of the 
wig maker’s creating. The andience burst 
into hearty applause the moment this black 
robed figure came into sight, and not until 
several notes had been sung did the voice 
become audible. . 

It was Caruso. He began his evening 
amid applause. He ended it amid applause. 
The audience welcomed him heartily. It 
acclaimed him everything he did before t 
performance was concluded. ; 


Mme. Sembrich was accorded not a whit 


less favor than invariably falls to her lot — 


whenever she appears in Chicago, but she 
was not alone last evening in her triumph. 
She had an associate worthy of her in every 
way, and equal honors were lavished upon 


them both. 


It was in many respects the most brilliant 
and successful opening night a grand opera 
season has had in Chicago in years. The 
Auditorium was at its full capacity, the pub- 
lic bein? admitted to even the upper gallery, 
and every seat in the great hall was taken 
save a few at the rear of the main floor and 
some in the lower tier of boxes. 

It was an audience fashionable in character, 
handsomely attired, and yet keenly enthu- 
siastic.

Mr. Vigna, the new conductor, 
was given a round of applause when he took 
his place at the director's desk, and when 
Mme. Sembrich made her first entrance she 
was kept bowing for a minute or more.

It was accorded 
a truly inspiring performance, and the au- 
dience scarcely waited for the final note until 
it burst into the wildest kind of applause.

Next came the *“‘ mad scene,” In which Sem- 


_ brich had everything her own way, and tri- 


umphed accordingly. And then. instead of 
the audience getting up and rushing away as 
is usually the case after the “ mad scene” 
in a “ Lucia” performance, every listener 
remained. The scene for Edgardo in the 
cemetery had been “ restored,” and Caruso 
took the center of the stage and sang about 
angels in heaven. and about as nearly like 
one as incarnated mortals are apt to hear. 
Even when the last curtain had fallen the 
audience still stayed to applaud. -Three 
times the tenor was called forward to bow 
his acknowledgments, and the Chicago suc- 
cess of Caruso was complete. 

It is casting no reflection on any of the 
other singers engaged in the presentation of 
* Lucia ”’, last evening to say that interest 
centered almost wholly in the Edgardo of 
Caruso. The exceptional powers of the Ital- 
ian tenor had been loudly proclaimed by 
every one who had heard him either in Eu- 
rope or in New York, and the opportunity to 
study his personality, his voice, and his sing- 
ing naturally was awaited with. more than 
the usual measure of eagerness and curiosity. 

As regards his personality and appearance, 
the performance last evening showed him 
to. be a man not particularly prepossessing 
in face or form, being too short in stature 
and too heavily built to be an ideal operatic 
hero. But there is a certain suggestion 
of good nature and bonhomie about him 
which wins him the liking of hissaudience, 
and as he bears himself with ease and a fair 
amount of grace and acts with no inconsider- 
able intensity and power, he quickly gains 
approval. And when he begins to sing all 
about him is forgotten save his voice. It is 
a true tenor of exceptional resonance and 
power, without any suggestion of the bari- 
tonal in any of its tones. Even the lower 
and middle voice, although possessing the 
fullness and strength of a baritone, are pure- 
ly tenoral in-timbre. And it is a voice even 
and true throughoutits every section. There 
are no weak spots in it, and every tone is pro- 
duced with a freedom and ease of emission 
which tell of natural “‘ tone placing.”’ 


Enrico Caruso sings just as nature pre- 
pared him to sing. Art and study may have 
done something toward fashioning and de- 
veloping the material given him, but nature 
herself “placed” his voice and he sings 
accordingly. The voice is of exceptional 
sympathy and beauty=the loveliest voice 
heard in this country since Campanini was 
in his prime. It is a voice similar in pure 
tenor quality to that of Campanini, and, 
while possessing all of the lyric charm which 
made the latter’s voice unique in the operatic 
world, has even more power and intensity 
in the expressing of the dramatic. The duet 
with Mme. Sembrich in the first act was 
sung with consummate ease and absolute 
finish, and in the sextet Mr. Caruso proved 
his artistic conscientiousness by making no 
attempt to dominate the ensemble or to 
throw his own part into undue prominence. 

His voice blended finely with those of the 
other singers, and when a phrase needed 
accentuation it rang out clear and distinct. 
But otherwise musical proportion and ar- 
tistic values were carefully observed. The 
dramatic defiance at the close of the sextet 
gave an inkling of the capabilities of the 
tenor in more impassioned scenes. It was 
tellingly delivered and awakened anticipa- 
tions of his work as Canio in “I Pagliacci ”’ 
tomorrow night. The nrusic of the cemetery 
gsoene—the finest music in the entire score— 
was sung as it has not been sung here in 
many years. It was the perfection of Ital- 
ian singing, and was not only @ source of 
keen enjoyment but a lesson in the possibili- 
ties of the true Italian vocal art along the 
lines of emotional and dramatic expression. 

Mme. Sembrich had not been heard here in 
peveral seasons as Lucia. She finds in much 
of the music of the part a medium ‘for the 
display of her highest abilities as vocalist 
and artistic musician. The clarity and accu- 
racy of her phrasing, the beauty of her shad- 
{ng and tonal coloring, and her mastery of the 
art of pure vocalization are beautifully and 
delightfully disclosed in her delivery of much 
of the Donizetti music. She was not yet in 
the full on of her best vocal powers 
in the “ Regnava nel silenzio "in the opening 
aria, but the “Quando rapita” was bril- 
Hantly given, and from this time until the 
completion of the “ Mad Scene“ she was 
Sembrich the Unsurpassed.

“ opera school "’ evidently has displaced none 
of the old guard, which is perhaps just as 
well. They are not fair to look upon, but 
they can sing every note of the choral score, 
and they supply an inexhaustible source of 
amusement to any one who may chance to 
become bored with anything else that is 
taking place on the stage. 

The scenery was that belonging to the 
Auditorium, and, although familiar, was at- 
tractive. The orchestra under Mr. Vigna 
gave good account of itself. The new con- 
ductor directs with ease and an agreeabie 
measure of composure, and he last evening 
had his forces excellently in hand, and made 
effective and beautiful many portions of the

“ Whether the appointment of Mr. Whit- 
ney and Mr. Wales, at different times pri- 
vate secretaries of Judge Kohisaat, to posi- 
tions as receivers in cases pending in the 
court in which he presided was a violation 
of section 20 of act of May 28, 1896, is not 
entirely clear,’ says the attorney general, 
“TI incline to. the opinion that such appoint- 
ments are forbidden by that law, but it is 
clear Judge Kohlsaat construed the: law 
otherwise and did so in good faith. 

*‘Moreover,/ the first of these appoint- 
ments was made, I am informed, upon the 
motion of the government in the case of 
Oberlin Carter, when the question was con- 
sidered, and it was determined the appointec 
was eligible for the position. I.do not think 
Judge Kohlisaat should be condemned on 
account of ‘his construction ‘of a dou 
provision of the law. vos 

Lawfully Private Secretary. 

“The appointment by Judge Kohisaat of 
his son as his private|secretrry #, in my 
opinion, not In violation of section 7 of the 
act of Aug. 13, 1888, which forbide the ap- 
pointment or employment by a judge of a 
relative for “ any office or duty in any court " 
of which the judge is a member. The precise 
question was presented to the controller of 
the treasury. and it. was held by bim in an 
opinion reported in the eighth decisions of the 
controller, page 736, that the son of a Cir- 
cult judge:of the United .States niight law- 
fully hold the office of private secretary to 
his father. . 

**The opinion of the controller proceeded 
upon the ground that the statute in question 
did not ferbid such an appointment, because 
the appointment is made by the attorney gen- 
eral and not by the judge, and because the 
private secretary does not hold ‘any office 
or duty in any court’ of which’ the judgeisa 
member. I concur fully in.this opinion of 
the controller and, the reasoning upon which 
it is founded, I conclude that the appoint- 


| ment of Judge Kohisaat's son to.the office of 


private secretary was entirely innocent and 
proper. 

_Improper. to Name Brother-in-Law. 

‘In my opinion the appointment of Judge 
Kohisaat's ther-in-law as appraiser of an 
estate under administration in his court 
came within the prohibition of the act of 
Aug. 13, 1588, but this officer performed tem- 
porary duties, not calling for great emolu- 
ment, for which he had specia! qualifications. 
It therefore does not seem to me that the dis- 
approval of the legality of such an appoint- 
ment, made among a multitude of duties fal!- 
ing upon the District judge, ought to subject 
him to condemnation. § - 

“ The appointment of Mr. Hopkins as mas- 
ter In chancery, made by Judge Kohlsaat as 
one of five judges, wag not in violation of any 
law. Without passing upon the merits of the 
appointment, the only objection to which ap- 
pears. to have been the youth of the 
polntee, it may be put aside as entirely ifrele- 
vant to the question before you. : 

“ The almost universal. tenor of the testi- 
mony of leading members of the Chicago bar 
indicates that Judge Kohigaat has shown in 
the performance of his. duties qualities of 
sterling integrity, impartiality between par- 
tier and counsel, and untiring industry. He 
came to his office as a District judge withou: 
experience in federal law, yet he has disposed 
of a vast amount of business to the satisfac- 
tion of litigants and of the bar. 

“Impossible to Deny Promotion.” 

He has proved so useful ‘in the office of 
District judge that a fair question might be 
raised as to the advisability of promoting 
him to an untried position. But the charges 
made against him make jt impossible to deny 
him the promotion which you have under 
consideration without the appearance of con- 
demning him for much more serious charges 
than are made against him. . 

“It is almost the universal testimony of 
the bar that, under the circumstances as they 
exist, the refusal to promote Judge Kohil- 
saat to the Cifcult bench would impair, tf not 
destroy, his usefulness as District judge. 
In this view I concur, and therefore respect- 
fully advise you thet the appointment of 
Judge Kohisaat as Circuit judge is fit and 
desirable to be made.” . 


Bobb Also Defends Kohlsaat. 
Assistant Attorney General Robb agrees 
with Mr. Moody in what he says about the 
charges, and adds: j 
** Having carefully ‘considered the charges 
against Judge Kohlisaat and his answér 
thereto, and having talked with men of the 
highest standing at the Chicago bar, I have 
no hesitation in saying that I believe Judge 
Kohlsaat to be an honest man, and that ihe 
insinuations contained in the charges are not 
sustained by the facts."

The mere fact that bill No. 218 has its first 
reading does not indicate with any certainty 
the passage of the bill. It will reach the sec- 
ond reading some time this week, probably, 
and then some idea of what is to be done to 
it will be secured. The bill extending classi- 
fied service only to charitable institutions is 
believed to have a better chance to passage. 

Local option is due to come up tomorrow 
in house and senate. In the house Speaker 
Shurtleff will hand out the senate local op- 
tion bill and leave it to the members to decide 
whether it shal! go to the license or the elec- 

ons committee. 

The anti-saloon people assert that this 
question will be made a test vote,and that the 
political life of the representatives depends 
upon how they line up. The league has de- 
clared itself opposed to the license commit- 
tee, as that.body is.“ loaded” against the 
bill. This statement has aroused the ire of 
Nagle, chairman of the committee, and he 
has been working to get the bill sent there.

THE UNSUSPICIOUS INSPECTOR. 

The five new buildings which unanimously 
collapsed in New York day before yesterday 
show that as yet the amiable traits of char- 
acter which center in the inspectorial pro- 
fession are being cultivated as tenaciously 
as possible in an agé given over to cynicism. 
Until the buildings fell down no inspector 
would have been mean enough to suspect 
any contractor of having intended to scamp 
his job. There is just one national! ehar- 
acteristic of ours which invests the touch- 
ing and affecting amiability of the inspector 
with a more or less vivid hue of danger. 
Whenever a building gets tired and falls 
down, whenever a boat sinks because of too 
heavy a load of shot-filled life preservers, 
whenever a theater cremates its patrons, 
the public says to the owners: “ Did you 
‘know the law?” “ Wedid.” “ Why didn’t 
yon obey it?” “The inspector said it was 
all right or else he didn’t say anything, and 
so we thought there could be nothing 
wrong.” 

The inspector has come to be a kind of 
scapegoat, on whom others can cast responsi- 
bility for their sins. The law may be plain. 
Everybody may know what the law requires, 
Yet in the mouths of good citizens there is 
heard on the occasion of every public tragedy 
the dogma that it was the inspector who was 
responsible. The contractor, the owner, the 
manager was under no obligation. If the 
inspector winked he could righteously con- 
tinue to do wrong. The burglar is more 
couscientious. He doesn’t put up the de- 
fense that the policeman on the beat encour- 
aged him. 

There should be inspectors of a more un- 
lovely, a more suspicious, and a more ex- 
acting nature, so that there may be fewer 
violations of building ordinances; or the 
men whose violations inspectors fail to re- 
port should be held to a more rigid aceount- 
ability and not allowed to plead the shor 
comings of public officials in extenuation of 
their own offenses.

The envoy’s name is Don Bernardo de Colo- 
gan, marquis de la Candia, and is descended 
from the Irish family of McColgans of County 
Meath. After the battle of the Boyne the 
McColgans, in common with many of the old 
Catholic families of Ireland who had re- 
mained faithful to the Stuart dynasty, were 
exiled. Known as the “ wild geese,” they 

ted té6 Spain, some of them settling at 
Teneriffe. Baron Humboldt, the famous 
scientist, spent considerable time under Mc- 
Colgan’s roof at Teneriffe, and in recognition 
of the hospitality qhich he received there 
gave the name of *“ Cologania’’ to a new 
genus of plant which he had discovered. 

Subsequently, by intermarriage with the 
noble Spanish family ‘of Faraqui, the land on 
Which stood one of the most famous trees in 
the world—namely: the dragon tree of Orto- 
va~passed into the possession of the Mc- 
Colgans, who by this time had transformed 
their name into De Cologan. ; 

_ The new envoy is a tall, handsome, and ac- 
complished man, married, with a family of 
children, and was hn of the diplomatic 
corps at Pekin at the time of the siege of the 
legations, where he greatly distinguished 
himself not only by hie bravery and re- 
sourcefulness but also by the unfailing good 
humor which went far to keep up the spirits 
of those associated with him in the defense of 
the legations. - Since his departure from 
Pekin he has been minister at Tangier, 
which from a Spanish point of view isa 
most important post. I may add that he 
lish perfectly, with just a sus- 
picton of a brogue to recall his Irish origin. 

Empress. Victoria Augusta of Germany is 
sadly in need of rest and change, and it is for 
this reason that she will be with the emperor 
during his stay in Sicily next month. The 
fact of the matter is that she has not recov- 
ered from the strain and fatigue of nursing 
her second son, Prince Eitel Fritz, through 
‘his dangerous iliness in January last, and, 
while since then she has taken part in the 
state ceremonials where her presence has 
been absolutely necessary, she has abstained 
from all entertainments which could be 
avoided, and has not accompanied the em- 
peror to &ny of his dinners at the foreign 
embassies. 


It may be remembered that the prince 
living at the so-called Cabinetshaus at Po 
dam when he was taken ill.

The empress, even as a young girl, in the 
days when she was still known as “ Dona ”’ 
by her relatives, was noted for her kindness 
of heart and for her sacrifice of self for 
others. Possession of the throne of Germany 
has not changed her in the least, save in this, 
that by raising her to a greater eminence 


“ above her fellow creatures it has enabled her 


to see more of human suffering and has in- 
creased her anxiety to reliéve the latter. 
This is known throughout the length and 
breadth of Germany, where her popularity 
is today greater than that of any princesé 
+ who has occupied the Prussian throne since 
_ the days of Queen Louise. Her children are 
devoted to her, and so is her husband, who 

never loses an opportunity of paying public 
tribute to the support which she has been to 


+} him in all his difficulties and troubles. In 


Germany nothing but enthusiastic praise is 
‘heard of her, even among the socialists; and

been suppressed in Germany. 
For once in the way the Turkish embassy 
fs right when it intimates through its em- 
' bassies abroad that the young Roumanian, 
. Albert Ghika, who has just married a pretty 

Irish girl of the name of Margaret Dowling 
in London, is neither “ prince " nor justified 
in his pretensions to the Albanian throne; and 
young Ghika in replying that his family are 
princes of the holy Roman empire, as well as 
of Russia, of the Ottoman empire, and of 
Roumania, is stating something that is ab- 
, solutély untrue. He is a Roumanian citizen, 
the son of Roumanian parents, and as such 
has no right to the title of “ prince,”’ the 
*Roumanian constitution having explicitly 
abolished all titles of nobility, which Rou- 
-manian subjects are forbidden by the law of 
the land to bear. 

.No principality of the holy Roman empire 
was ever conferred upon the Ghikas, 
Otherwise their names would be found In the 
Almanach de Gotha, in which they will be 
soughtinvain. They do not figure as princes 
of the Russian empire in the golden book of 
the Russian nobility, and the only princes of 
the Ottoman empire are the Turkish gov- 
ernors of the island of Samos, who hold this 
title merely during their term of office, and 
are supposed to lay it aside when they retire 
or are dismissed. Thus Mavroyeni Bey, 
who will be remembered in this country as 
Turkish minister at Washington, was fora 
time prince of Samos, but since being de- 
prived of the governorship of the island has 

the title of prince. contenting him- 
self with that of bey, which is equivalent to 
that of colonel. | 


The only pretext which Albert Ghika has 
for styling himself prince is that he is one of 
the numerous descendants of that Gregory 
Ghika who at the beginning of the nineteenth 
century was hospodar, or Turkish prince and 
governor of Wallachia, and that his grand- 
father. John Ghika, was for a few years 
Turkish governor or prince of Samos. 

As for the young fellow’s pretensions to the 
throne of Albania. that is to say, of a throne 
which does not exist, they are preposterous, 
since if there is any pretender to the Alban- 
ian throne, ft can only be the popular Spanish 
diplomat, and ex-minister, Don Juan Aladro, 
a lineal descendant of that celebrated George 
Kastriotis, who figures in Turkish history as 
Scanderbeg, the natiorial hero of Albania, 
and its king in the fifteenth century. It is 
to him that those of the Albanians look who 
are planning to recover their national inde- 
pendence and their liberation from the thral- 
dom of the sultan, and it is he alone whom 
they regard as their chief and future king. 


King Alfonso’s new “ Sunday rest law ™ is 
thoroughly and characteristically Spanish. 
and will not, I fear, meet with the approval 
of the leaders of the Sunday rest movement

in “THE TRUTH ABOUT THE 

TRUSTS,” ey John Moody (Moody 

Publishing cempany). This handbook 
gives descriptions, histories, and statistics of 
44 trusts, with an aggregate capital of over 
$20,000,000,000, and embracing more than 
7,600 original companies. 

The author has sincerely aimed at living 
up te the title of the book. He neither at- 
tacks nor defends trusts, but gives the truth 
as far as it is possible to obtain it. In each 
case he gives the names of the constituent 
companies, their capitalization, the percent- 
age of the entire business in that line, the 
elements of monopoly, such as tari‘f, patents, 
franchises, control of supply or of distribu- 
‘tion, and so on. amount of stock, the 
kinds of stock, the @vidends paid, the mar- 
ket value of the stock, and uil other import- 
ant financial details are given. These de- 
tails are prepared for the investor rather 
than for the economist or the politician. Yet 
_ latter will find them indispensable if 

y wish to inject facts into his discus- 


sions. 


“The important asset of practically all 
the trusts,’ says Mr. Moody, “in the ques- 
tion of capital valuation is the proportion of 
special advantage or monoply power they 
possess.” Special advantage may be found 
in tariff aid, in the interrelation of different 
commercial enterprises, or in the possession 
of a well established reputation. Some of

ment of monopoly, but have crowded out 
competitors by the superiority of their fin- 
ished product or by the advantage of being 
the first on the ground. Monopoly power can 
exist only through possession of patents or 
franchises, or through absolute control of 
the natural supply of raw material. The. 
companies most liable to fluctuation in the 
value of their shares are those in which the 
thonopoly essential! to high profits is uncer- 
tain. A trust that controls mines producing 
60 per cent of the annual output of a certain 
mineral is unstable if it is impossible to pre- 
dict whether it will control 80 per cent or 90 
per cent five years from now. 

These ate matters especially for the cap- 
italist to consider, but the general public has 
a right to know how far the operation of law 
builds up trusts by the bestowal of franchises, 
by tariff protection, by inadequate control of 
common carriers, or by other failure to insure 
equal rights. Mr. Moody, in his final sum- 
mary, attaches less value to remedial legis- 
lation than is often assigned it. ‘‘ The mod- 
ern trust,”’ he says, “ is the natural outcome 
or evolution of societary conditions and eth- 
ical standards which are recognized and es- 
tablished among men today as being neces- 
sary elements in the development of civiliza- 
tion.” The people may demand that the law 
shall not favor. trusts; it is futile for them 
to expect that the law will prevent trusts. 


“PLAYS: THe ruwW cu ve’ DARKNESS, 
THE FIRST DISTILLER, FRUITS OF 
Cu LTURE,” transiated from the Russian of 
Leo Tolstoi by Louise and Aylmer Maude 
(Funk & Wagnalls company), ie the twer- 
tieth volume in the coilected edition of Tol- 
stol’s works. The plays are difficult read- 
ing. The author has ‘collected and inter- 
woven in the dialogue all kinds of petty 
peasant sayings, proverbs, scraps of rhyme, 
and queer bite of slang.'’ The translators 
have tried to represent this by the speech of 
English peasants, and the result is sometimes 
perplexing to an American reader. Apart 
from this occasiona] bewilderment the trans- 
lation is adequate and usually excellent. 

“The First Distiller’’ is a dramatiza- 
tion of oné of Tolstoi’s fables directed 
against strong drink. A devil who has of- 
fended his master recovers his favor by the 
happy invention of.~ distilled liquor, which 
causes misery enough to satisfy even the 
fastidious devil. 

“Fruits of Culture” is a comedy of so- 
ciety, satirising spiritualism. ‘“‘ The Power 
of Darkenss” {6 a peasant play, the old 
story of the first step in wrongdoing and the 
steady progression in evil. Its motto is, 
“ When the claw is caught the bird is lost.” 
The piay is a horrid, bloody, brutal thing, 
and would seem impossible to put on the stage 
if it were not known that audiences have 
greeted it with applause. 

_ The picture of Russian society presented in 
these dramas is dreary and dark. It sug- 
gests a national demoralization almoet 

yond recovery. Yet, on the one hand, 

' know that dramatists of western Europe have 

portrayed its civilization in as gloomy colors, 

and, on the other hand, tue presence of men 


in Russia like Tolstoi and capable of appre-

clating Tolstol, ie a sign of dawn. Far bet- 
ter these somber pictures than that men of 
intellect should fail to see the need of light, 

Drama cannot be true to life, for when the 
worst has all been shown there remains the 
great inexhaustible best. Where sunlight 
is fourd, and love and the irrepressible 
gayety of children, men can never be wholly 
overcome by misery. Russia is greater than 
Tolstoi, greater than the czar, greater than 
crime or sorrow. There is hope, 

To this volume the translators have added 
-a useful list of dates of the composition and 
various editions of Tolstoi’s works; When 
their work is ended there will exist for read- 
ers of English what readers of Russian can- 
not find—a complete uniform edition of Tol- 


stol’s works, 


“SOCIAL ENGLAND,” edited by H. D. 
Traill and J. 8. Mann (G, P. Putnam's Sons), 
has now been completed by the publication 
of the sixth volume. More than thirty spe- 
cialists have aided by the preparation of the 
100 articles contained in this last volume. 
While the period nominally covered is the 
same as in the first edition (1815-1885) some 
of the articles have been rewritten to suit 
the change in perspective that an interval of 
seven years may have brought. The great 
change, however, is the addition of over 450 
ilustrations. These have been selected care- 
fully and are accompanied by special de- 
scriptive matter in addition to being relevant 
to the text, 

The subtitle calls the completed work “a 
record of the progress of the people in re- 
ligion, laws, learning, arts, industry, com- 
merce, science, literature, and manners, from 
the earliest times to the present day.” It ts 
all that and more, for it is also a condensed 
political and military history of England, 
The different divisions are treated with all 
the fullness necessary. The book well de- 
serves its third edition.

WITH MUSHROOMS.—Cut oné pound 
¢eold boiled tripe in one-half.inch strips, then 
into wide lengths. Cook one minced onion 
in one tablespoon butter until slightly col- 
ored. Add one cup thin stock or water, one 
cup tomatoes, peeled and cut small, six or 
eight canned mushrooms cut in quarters, 
one-quarter teaspoon salt, and a dash of 
cayenne. Put another tablespoon butter in 
a shallow pan, and when hot lay in the tripe 
and toss about until slightly brown and the 
butter absorbed. Then turn it into the first 
mixture, cover closely, and cook slowly 
one-half hour. Turn into ae dish for serving 
and eat while hot.

In Airing a Bed— 

Open windows top and bottom. Take off 
the top clothes one by one and place on two 
chairs with the seat turned towards foot of 
bed. Beat and shake pillows and place near 
window. Remove lower clothes one by one 
and spread. Turn mattress so that air has 
free access to every part by arching it on Its 
two ends; or if it is in two parts set. up each 


part to air. | 
Spread night dresses near the window. 
If possible leave the door open to flush the 
room with air. At least one hour’s alring its 
necessary; each member of the house should 
attend to this before leaving his or her bed- 
room. 
The warmth of the bed conduces to the.

Turn the 
mattress from side to side and top to foot 
on alternate days so as to equalize pressure 
and wear, Tuck in the under blanket free 
from wrinkles. Place the under sheet in the 
same way if a bolster case is used, otherwise 
roll the sheet around it. Place the bolster 
and pillow in position with the hems turned 
downward. 
If one of the bed is near a wall put the 
end of the pillow where the fastening comes 
toward the wall. Put the top sheet on 
wrong side out, with a good margin at the 
top. The narrow hem of the sheets and the 
marking of the blankets come at tif foot. 
of the bed. Tuck ‘in the blankets, leaving 
‘the margin and the doubled fold at the foot. 
Fold the éxtra length of sheet at the top over 
the blankets. 
Put the counterpane on carefully so that 
it hangs evenly and smoothly.

SAYS SLUGGERS WERE HIRED» 


"TO GUARD SLOT MACHINES, 


John Neihert Is First Witness for the 


State in Trial of “Jack” Gallagher 


for Killing Constable. 


The first witness for the state in the Jack 
Gallagher murder trial was heard yesterday 
afternoon. He was John Neibert, owner of 
the slot machine which Constable Julius 
was attempting to seize when 

t Is the state’s plan to show that a con- 
spiracy had been formed by a number of slot 
machine owners to “slug” constables wie 
attempted to seize machines they owned. 
Neibert formerly was connected with Henry 
Boehl and Henry Weber in the slot machine 
business, and it is charged Boeh! and Weber 
hired Gallagher and his companions as “ slug- 
gers."" Boeh! and Weber were indicted, but 
they fled. Neibert testified that he Boehi, 
and Weber had been in the slot machine as 
a side line. He said that the evening before 
the murder Gallagher, Vedeen, and Sand- 
berg arrived in Bive Island, having been 
sent for by Boeh! and Weber. 

“I was calied to a hotel in Blue Island 
by telephone,” said the witness. “I found 
Boehl and Weber there. They told me they 
had information that a gang of slot machine 
thieves was. coming up the next morning 
from Chicago to seize all the machines found 
in Blue Island and adjoining suburbs. Boehi 
told me arrangements had been made to re 
sist the constables unless genuine warrants . 
could be produced. 

“We complained to Mayor Zacharias, but 
he replied that he hed no knowledge of any 
slot machine being in operation. 

“ The next morning I led the defendants to 
the Loop saloon, where I hed a machine, and 
where the constables intended to make their 
first stop. I walked away from the saloon, 
leaving the three men tnside. When tie 
shooting took place I was some distance 
away, and did not see anybody escaping. 
One man whom I did not recognize walked 
hurriedly past me."’ 

Joe Falakas, owner of a fruit store In Blue 
Island, testified to having found Gallagher 
hiding in the rear of his store about an hour 
after the shooting, and of ordering him out. 
Gallagher told the witness, the latter sald, 
that he was hiding—that there had been 

trouble down the street.
